The number of Subscribers shall be limited to

II.

III. 

The name of every Candidate for admission 
shall be placed in a conspicuous part of the Room 
for, at least, fourteen days previously to the ballot, 
and his recommendation shall be signed by seven 
Members, as well as inserted in a book provided 
for that purpose. 
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IV. 

Ballots for Members shall take place only 
duriDg fall Term. The election shall be imme- 
diately notified to the successful Candidate by the 
Secretary, who shall also furnish iiim with a 
printed copy of the Rules. 

V. 

The annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds* 
to be computed from the first of January in each 
year; every future Member shall p^y, on his 
admission, his Subscription for the current year. 
The annual Subscription must be paid before the 
Lady Day next succeeding the period of its be- 
coming due. The Secretary shall remind each 
defaulter; and should his letter not be attended to 
within a short period, such defaulter shall be no 
longer considered a Member of the Society. 
Any Member quitting the University, or, for other 
reasons, desirous of withdrawing from the So- 
ciety, shall give due notice to the Secretary of 
his intentions. 

VI. 

There shall be two General Meetings of the 
Society in the year: one on the last Saturday in 
January; and the other on the third Saturday in 
Act Term. On the former day the Accounts of 
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the precedifig year shall be audited — ^the Mi* 
nates of the Committee read — ^and the Com- 
mittee and Officers for the ensuing year ap- 
poiiited* 

VIL 

The Committee shall consist of ten Members, 
exclusive of the Treasurer and Secretary, who 
shall be Members of it ex officio. Any three may 
act : in case of an equality of votes, the Chairman 
shall have a second vote. 

VIII. 

The Committee shall meet on every Saturday, 
during Term, .at two o'clock, for the purpose of 
holdiDg ballots — ordering books and papers — and 
for the dispatch of any other business, which may 
not be deemed of sufficient importance to require 
the sanction of a General Meeting; which the 
Committee are authorized to summon whenever 
required. 

IX. 

On a vacancy occurring in the Committee, 
they shall, at their next meeting, appoint a new 
Member for the remainder of the year. 

X. 

Any Member of the Society shall be permitted 
to introduce a Non*Subscriber into the Reading 
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Room, upon entering his nan^e in a book pre- 
pared for that purpose, provided such Non-^Sub- 
scriber be not a permanent resident of the Uni- 
versity or City, or of any place within five miles 
of Oxford. This permission, however, shall not be 
extended beyond one month : and no person so 
introduced shall be allowed to remove any book 
or paper from the Ro<Hn. 



At this Meeting, the Committee were re- 
quested to draw up a set of Regulations 
for the circulation of the Books. Ac- 
cordingly, on the second of July, the 
following Rules were established. 

I. 

That no Publication be taken from the Room 
until it has remained on the table for one week, ^ 
and has been properly labelled. 

11. 

That no Work be kept by any resident Sub- 
scriber more than fourteen days for a Quarto, or 
seven days for an Octavo or infra, and that no 
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Subscriber be allowed to have more than one 
Publication at the Bame time ; but that Country 
Subacribers have the liberty of keeping books 
three days beyond the time allowed to resident 
Members. 

HI. 

That every Subscriber have the liberty of re- 
commending any Work, in a book provided for 
that purpose, subject to the approval of the 
Committee. 

IV. 

That the Subscriber who recommends a Work 
shall have the first claim to take out such Work ; 
after which all other Subscribers may remove the 
Publication, on inserting their names in the Order 
Book, specifying the day on which the Work was 
taken out. 

V. 

That every Member detaining a volume or 
volumes longer than the period allowed and speci- 
fied in the beginning of the Work, pay, for 
each Quarto, the sum of one shilling ^ and for 
every smaller volume sixpence^ per diem, so long 
as the book is detained from the Reading 
Room. 
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VI. 

That every volume in circulatioD be returned 
to the Reading Room before twelve o'clock of the 
morning on which it becomes due. 



It having been nc^ified to the Committee by 
Mr. Parkier, that some of the London publishers 
were likely to send their Publications gratuitously « 
provided they were suffered to Ue on the table of 
the Reading Room a sufficient time to excite the 
notice and attention of the Members, the Com- 
mittee felt themselves called upon to resolvci 

That no Works presented by the publishers 
be circulated until after the expiration of six 
months from the date of their presentation.

It having been notified to the Committee by Mr. 
Parker, that some of the London Publishers were 
likely to send their Publications gratuitously, pro- 
vided they were suffered to lie on the table of the 
Reading Room a sufficient time to excite the notice 
and attention of the Members, the Committee felt 
themselves called upon to Resolve, 

That no Works presented by the Publishers be 
circulated until after the expiration of three Months 
from the date of their presentation. 



An Annual Copy of the Rules and Regulations, 
together with a Catalogue of the books in circulation, 
shall be printed, and furnished to every Member of 
the Society.

L 

The number of Subscribers shall be limited to 
One Hundred and Twentt-Five, of whom four- 
fifths, at least, shall be Members of the University, 
who shall not be eligible before they have taken 
the Degree of M.A. or B.C.L. One-fifth may 
consist of Gentlemen who are not Members of the 
University. 

IL 

All Members shall be chosen by a ballot of, at 
least, five Members ; one black ball in five to 
exclude, and so in the like ratio. Seven days' 
notice to be given of every ballot. 

III. 

The name of every Candidate for admission 
shall be inserted in a book provided for that 
purpose, for at least fourteen days previously to the 
ballot, and a recommendation of such Candidate 
shall be signed by, at least, seven Members. 
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IV. 

Ballots for Members shall take place on Satur- 
days duriDg full Term. The electioD shall be 
immediately notified to the successful Candidate 
by the Secretary, who shall also furnish him with 
a printed copy of the Rules. 



V. 

The Annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds, 
to be computed from the first of January in each 
year, and to be paid before the Lady Day ensuing. 

VI. 

Every newly-elected Member, admitted before 
the first of July, is required, upon his admission, 
to pay the whole of the Subscription for the 
current year : but if admitted after that time, one 
half only. 



VIL 

The Secretary shall remind each defaulter ; and 
should his letter not be attended to, the name of 
such defaulter shall be put up in the room on the 
first of May following. Any Member whose Sub- 
schption, after such notice, remains unpaid on the 
first of July I shall cease to belong to the Society. 
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« 

XV. 

No work shall be kept by any Resident Member 
more than fourteen days for a Quarto, seven days 
for an Octavo, or five days for a Duodecimo or 
infra, and no Member shall be allowed to have 
more than one Publication at the same time ; but 
Country Members shall have the liberty of keeping 
books three days beyond the time allowed to 
Resident Members. 

XVI. 

Every Member shall be at liberty to recommend 
any Work, in a book provided for that purpose, 
subject to the approval of the Committee. 

XVII. 

Any Member recommending a Work shall have 
the first claim to take out such Work, upon his 
entering his name in the Order Book for that 
purpose ; after "which all other Members may re- 
move the Publication, on inserting their names in 
the Day Book, specifying the day on which the 
Work was taken out. 

XVIII. 

Every Member who shall detain a volume or 
volumes longer than the period allowed and speci- 
fied in the beginning of the Work, shall pay, for 
each Quarto, the sum of one shilling ^ and for every 
smaller volume sixpence^ per diem, so long as the 
book is detained from the Reading Room. 
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XIX. 



Every volume in circulation shall be returned to 
the Reading Room before Twelve o'clock of the 
morning on which it becomes due, by the Member 
who has taken it out. 



Those Members who wish for any of the new 
Publications, or for any Work already in circulation, 
are requested to insert their names in the Order 
Book. This will enable the servant to deliver the 
several books according to the order in which such 
names are entered. 



The Member who proposes a book is entitled to 
purchase it at half the Publication price, at the 
expiration of a year after it is marked for circu- 
lation. Should the proposer waive his privilege, the 
Member who first enters his name for it in a book 
provided for that purpose is entitled to the work at 
the same price. 

All books placed on the table are subject to this 
regulation, excepting books of reference, and works 
presented by the Authors. 
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VIII. 

There shall be two General Meetings of the 
Society in the year: one on the last Saturday in 
January; and the other on the third Saturday in 
Act Term.

Parker, that some of the London Publishers were 
likely to send their Publications gratuitously, pro- 
vided they were suffered to lie on the table of the 
Reading Room a sufficient time to excite the notice 
and attention of the Members, the Committee felt 
themselves called upon to Resolve, 

That no Works presented by the Publishers be 
circulated until after the expiration of three Months 
from the date of their presentation. 



An Annual Copy of the Rules and Regulations, 
together with a Catalogue of the books in circulation, 
shall be printed, and furnished to every Member of 
the Society.

RULES. 



I. 

The number of Subscribers shall be limited to 
Onb Hundred and Twbnty-Five, of whom four- 
fifths, at least, shall be Members of the University « 
who shall not be eligible before they have taken 
the Degree of M.A. or B.C.L. One-fifth may 
consist of Gentlemen who are not Members of the 
University. 

II. 
All Members shall be chosen by a ballot of, at 
least, five Members ; one black ball in five to 
exclude, and so in the like ratio. Seven days* 
notice to be given of every ballot. 

III. 
The name of every Candidate for admission 
shall be inserted in a book provided for that 
purpose, for at least fourteen days previously to the 
ballot, and a recommendation of such Candidate 
shall be signed by, at least, seven Members^ 



10 

IV. 
Ballots for Members shall take place on Satur- 
days during full Term. The election shall be 
immediately notified to the successful Candidate 
by the Secretary, who shall also furnish him with 
a printed copy of the Rules. 



V. 

The Annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds, 
to be computed from the first of January in each 
year, and to be paid before the Lady Day ensuing. 



VI. 
Every newly-elected Member, admitted before 
the first of July, is required, upon his admission, 
to pay the whole of the Subscription for the 
current year : but if admitted after that time, one 
half only. 



VII. 
The Secretary shall remind each defaulter ; and 
should his letter not be attended to, the name of 
such defaulter shall be put up in the Room on the 
first of May following. Any Member whose Sub- 
scription, after such notice, remains unpaid on the 
first of July, shall cease to beloug to the Society. 
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VIII. 

There shall be two General Meetings of the 
Society in the year : one on the last Saturday in 
January ; and the other on the third Saturday in 
Act Term. On the former day the Accounts of 
the preceding year shall be audited — the Minutes 
of the Committee read — and the Committee and 
Officers for the ensuing year appointed. 



IX. 

The Committee shall consist of twelve Members, 
(exclusive of the Treasurer and Secretary, who 
shall be members of it ex officio.) Four shall retire 
annually ; and the names of such Gentlemen as 
may be proposed to fill vacancies in the Committee 
shall be hung up in the Reading Room for at least 
a fortnight before the day fixed for their appoint- 
ment. Any three may act: and in case of an 
equality of votes, the Chairman to have a second 
vote. 



X. 

The Committee, on a vacancy occurring in their 
numbers, shall, at their next meeting, appoint a 
new Member for the remainder of the year. 
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XL 

The Committee shall meet on every alternate 
Saturday, during Term, at Two o'clock, for the 
purpose of ordering books and papers — and for 
the dispatch of any other business, which may not 
be deemed of sufficient importance to require the 
sanction of a General Meeting, 

XIL 

The Committee are authorized to summon a 
General Meeting. 

XIII. 

Any Member of the Society shall be permitted 
to introduce a Non- Subscriber into the Reading 
Room, upon entering his name in a book prepared 
for that purpose, provided such Non-Subscriber be 
not a permanent resident of the University or City, 
or of any place within five miles of Oxford. This 
permission, however, shall not be extended beyond 
one month : and no person so introduced shall be 
allowed to remove any book or paper from the 
Room. 

XIV. 

No Newspaper whatever shall be taken out of 
the Room. Books shall remain on the table for 
one week; Magazines, Reviews, and Pamphlets, a 
month- 
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XV. 

No work shall be kept by any Resident Member 
more than fourteen days for a Quarto, seven days 
for an Octavo, or five days for a Duodecimo or 
infra, and no Member shall be allowed to have 
more than one Publication at the same time ; but 
Country Members shall have the hberty of keeping 
books three days beyond the time allowed to 
Resident Members. 

XVI. 

Every Member shall be at liberty to recommend 
any work, in a book provided for that purpose, 
subject to the approval of the Committee. 

XVII. 

Any Member recommending a Work shall have 
the first claim to take out such Work, upon his 
entering his name in the Order Book for that 
purpose; after which all other Members may re- 
move the Publication, on inserting their names in 
the Day Book, specifying the day on which the 
Work was taken out. 

XVIIL 

Every Member who shall detain a volume or 
volumes longer than the period allowed and speci- 
fied in the beginning of the Work, shall pay, for 
each Quarto, the sum of one ahUUng^ and for every 
smaller volume sixpence^ per diem, so long as the 
book is detained from the Reading Room. 
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XIX. 

Every volume in circulation shall be returned to 
the Reading Room before Twelve o'clock of the 
morning on which it becomes due, by the Member 
who has taken it out. 

XX. 

Those Members who wish for any of the new 
Publications, or for any Work already in circulation, 
are requested to insert their names in the Order 
Book. This will enable the servant to deliver the 
several books according to the order in which such 
names are entered. 



The Member who proposes a book is entitled to 
purchase it at half the Publication price, at the 
expiration of a year after it is marked for circu- 
lation. Should the proposer waive his privilege, the 
Member who first enters his name for it in a book 
provided for that purpose is entitled to the work at 
the same price. 

All books pkoed on the table are subject to this 
regulation, excepting books of reference, and works 
presented by the A^ithors. 



It having been notified to 'the Committee by Mr. 
Parker, that some of the London Publishers were 
likely to send their Publications gratuitously, pro- 
vided they were suffered to lie on the table of the 
Reading Room a sufficient time to excite the notice 
and attention of the Members, the Committee felt 
themselves called upon to Resolve, 

That no Works presented by the Publishers be 
circulated until after the expiration of three Months 
from the date of their presentation.

The niunber of Subscribers shall be limited to 
One Hundred and Twenty-Five, of whom four- 
fifths, at least, shall be Members of the University, 
who shall not be eligible before they have taken 
the Degree of M.A. or B.C.L. One-fifth may 
consist of Gentlemen who are not Members of the 
University, 

II. 

AH Members shall be chosen by a ballot of, at 
least, five Members; one black ball in five to 
exclude, and so in the like ratio. Seven days' 
notice to be given of every ballot. 

III. 

The name of every Candidate for admission 
shall be inserted in a book provided for that 
purpose, for at least fourteen days previously to the 
ballot, and a recommendation of such Candidate 
shall be signed by, at least, seven Members. 
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IV. 

Ballots for Members shall take place on Satur- 
days during full Term. The election shall be 
immediately notified to the successful Candidate 
by the Secretary, who shall also furnish him with 
a printed copy of the Rules. 



V. 

The Annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds, 
to be computed from the first of January in each 
year, and to be paid before the Lady Day ensuing. 



VI. 

« • 

Every newly-elected Member, admitted before 
the first of July, is required, upon his admission, 
to pay the whole of the Subscription for the 
current year : but if admitted after that time, one 
half only. 



VII. 

The Secretary shall remind each defaulter ; and 
should his letter not be attended to, the name of 
such defaulter shall be put up in the Room on the 
first of May following. Any Member whose Sub- 
scription, after such notice, remains unpaid on the 
first of July, shall cease to belong to the Society. 
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VIIL 

There shall be two General Meetings of the 
Society in the year: one on the last Saturday in 
January ; and the other on the third Saturday in 
Act Term. On the former day the Accounts of 
the preceding year shall be audited — the Minutes 
of the Committee read — and the Committee and 
Officers for the ensuing year appointed. 



IX. 

The Committee shall consist of twelve Members, 
(exclusive of the Treasurer and Secretary, who 
shall be members of it ex officio.) Four shall retire 
annually; and the names of such Gentlemen as 
may be proposed to fill vacancies in the Committee 
shall be hung up in the Reading Room for at least 
a fortnight before the day fixed for their appoint- 
ment. Any three may act: and in case of an 
equality of votes, the Chairman to have a second 
vote. 



X. 

The Committee, on a vacancy occurring in their 
numbers, shall, at their next meeting, appoint a 
new Member for the remainder of the year. 
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XL 

The Committee shall meet on every alternate 
Saturday, during Term, at Two o'clock, for the 
purpose of ordering books and papers — and for 
the dispatch of any other business, which may not 
be deemed of sufficient importance to require the 
sanction of a General Meeting. 

XII. 

The Committee are authorized to summon a 
General Meeting. 

XIII. 

Any Member of the Society shall be permitted 
to introduce a Non-Subscriber into the Reading 
Room, upon entering his name in a book prepared 
for that purpose, provided such Non-Subscriber be 
not a permanent resident of the University or City, 
or of any place within five miles of Oxford. This 
permission, however, shall not be extended beyond 
one month : and no person so introduced shall be 
allowed to remove any book or paper from the 
Room. 

XIV. 

No Newspaper whatever shall be taken out of 
the Room. Books shall remain on the table for 
one week; Magazines, Reviews, and Pamphlets, a 
month. 
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XV. 

No Work shall be kept by any Resident Member 
more than fourteen days for a Quarto, seven days 
for an Octavo^ or five days for a Duodecimo or 
iDfira, and no Member shall be allowed to have 
more than one Publication at the same time ; but 
Country Members shall have the liberty of keeping 
books three days beyond the time allowed to 
Resident Members. 

XVI. 

Every Member shall be at liberty to recommend 
any Work, in a book provided for that purpose, 
subject to the approval of the Committee. 

XVII. 

Any Member recommending a Work shall have 
the first claim to take out such Work, upon his 
entering his name in the Order Book for that 
purpose ; after which all other Members may re- 
move the Publication, on inserting their names in 
the Day Book^ specifying the day on which the 
Work was taken out. 

XVIIL 

Every Member who shall detain a volume or 
volumes longer than the period allowed and speci- 
fied in the beginning of the Work, shall pay, for 
each Quarto^ the sum of one shillings and for every 
smaller volume sixpence, per diem, so long as the 
book is detained from the Reading Room. 
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XIX- 

Every volume in circulation shall be returned to 
the Reading Room before Twelve o'clock of the 
morning on which it becomes due^ by the Member 
who has taken it out. 

XX. 

Those Members who wish for any of the new 
Publications, or for any Work already in circulation, 
are requested to insert their names in the Ordbr 
Book. This will enable the servant to deliver the 
several books according to the order in which such 
names are entered. 



The Member who proposes a book is entitled to 
purchase it at half the Publication price, at the 
expiration of a year after it is marked for circu- 
lation. Should the proposer waive his privilege, the 
Member who first enters his name for it in a book 
provided for that purpose is entitled to the work at 
the same price. 

All books placed on the table are subject to this 
regulation, excepting books of reference, and works 
presented by the Authors. 



It haying been notified to the Committee by Mr. 
Parker, that some of the London Publishers were 
likely to send their Publications gratuitously, pro- 
vided they were suffered to lie on the table of the 
Reading Room a sufficient time to excite the notice 
and attention of the Members, the Committee felt 
themselves called upon to Resolve, 

That no Works presented by the Publishers be 
circulated until after the expiration of three Months 
from the date of their presentation. 



An Annual Copy of Rules and Regulations, 
together with a Catalogue of the books in circulation, 
shall be printed, and furnished to every Member of 
the Society.

RULES. 



I. 

The number of Subscribers shall be limited to 
One Hundred and Twenty-Five, of whom four- 
fifths, at least, shall be Members of the University, 
who shall not be eligible before they have taken 
the Degree of M.A. or B.C.L. One-fifth may 
consist of Gentlemen who are not Members of the 
University. 

IL 

All Members shall be chosen by a ballot of, at 
least, five Members; one black ball in five to 
exclude, and so in the like ratio. Seven days' 
notice to be given of every ballot. 

III. 

The name of every Candidate for admission 
shall be inserted in a book provided for that 
purpose, for at least fourteen days previously to the 
ballot, and a recommendation of such Candidate 
shall be signed by, at least, seven Members. 
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IV. 

Ballots for Members shall take place on Satur- 
days during full Term. The election shall be 
immediately notified to the successfiil Candidate 
by the Secretary, who shall also furnish him with 
a printed copy of the Rules. 



V. 

The Annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds, 
to be computed from the first of Januaiy in each 
year, and to be paid before the Lady Day ensuing. 



VI. 

Every newly-elected Member, admitted before 
the first of July, is required, upon his admission, 
to pay the whole of the Subscription for the 
current year: but if admitted after that time, one 
half only.

RULES. 



I. 

The number of Subscribers shall be limited to 
One Hundred^ of whom four-fifths, at least, shall 
be Members of the University, who shall not be 
eligible before they have taken the Degree of M.A. 
or B.C.L. One-fifth of the actual number may 
consist of Gentlemen who are not Members of the 
University. 



IL 

All Members shall be chosen by a ballot of, at 
least, five Members; one black ball in five to 
exclude, and so in the like ratio. Seven days' 
notice to be given of every ballot. 



III. 

The name of every Candidate for admission shall 
be inserted in a book provided for that purpose, for 
at least fourteen days previously to the ballot, and 
a recommendation of such Candidate shall be signed 
by, at least, seven Members. 
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IV. 

Ballots for Members shall take place on Satur- 
days during full Term. The election shall be 
immediately notified to the successful Candidate by 
the Secretary, who shall also furnish him with a 
printed copy of the Rules. 



V. 

The Annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds, 
to be computed from the first of January in each 
year, and to be paid before the Lady Day ensuing. 



VI. 

Every newly-elected Member, admitted before 
the first of July, is required, upon his admission, to 
pay the whole of the Subscription for the current 
year : but if admitted after that time, one half only. 



VII. 

The Secretary shall remind each defaulter ; and 
should his letter not be attended to, the name of 
such defavQter shall be put up in the Room on the 
first of May following. Any Member whose Sub- 
scription, after such notice, remains unpaid on the 
first of July, shall cease to belong to the Society. 
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VIII. 

There shall be two General Meetings of the 
Society in the year : one on the last Saturday in 
January ; and the other on the third Saturday in 
Act Term. On the former day the Accounts of the 
preceding year shall be audited — ^the Minutes of the 
Committee read — and the Committee and Officers 
for the ensuing year appointed. 



IX. 

The Committee shall consist of twelve Members, 
(exclusive of the Treasure and Secretary, who 
shall be members of it ex^ffido.) Four shall 
retire annually ; and the names of such Gentlemen 
as may be proposed to fill vacancies in the Com- 
mittee shall be hung up in the Reading Room for at 
least a fortnight before the day fixed for their 
appointment. Any three may act: and in case of 
an equality of votes, the Chairman to have a 
second vote.

The Committee, on a vacancy occurring in their 
numbers, shall, at their next Meeting, appoint a 
new Member for the remainder of the year.

The Committee shall meet on every alternate 
Saturday^ during Term, at Two o'clock, for the 
purpose of ordering books and papers — and for the 
dispatch of any other business, which may not be 
deemed of sufficient importance to require the 
sanction of a General Meeting. 

XIL 

The Committee are authorised to summon a 
General Meeting. 

XIII. 

Any Member of the Society shall be permitted 
to introduce a Non-Subscriber into the Reading 
Room, upon entering his name in a book prepared 
for that purpose, provided such Non-Subscriber be 
not a permanent resident of the University or 
City, or of any place within five miles of Oxford. 
This permission, however, shall not be extended 
beyond one month : and no person so introduced 
shall be allowed to remove any book or paper from 
the Room. 

XIV.

No Newspaper whatever shall be taken out of 
the Room. Books shall remain on the table for 
one week ; Magazines, Reviews, and Pamphlets, a 
month. 
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XV. 

No Work shall be kept by any Resident Member 
more than seven days for each Quarto volume, five 
days for each Octavo, and three days for a Duo- 
decimo or lesser sized volume ; and no Member 
shall be allowed to have more than one Publication 
at the same time. 

XVI. 

Every Member shall be at liberty to recommend 
any Work, in a book provided for that purpose, 
subject to the approval of the Committee. 



XVII. 

Any Member recommending a Work shall have 
the first claim to take out such Work, upon his 
entering his name in the Order Book for that pur. 
pose ; after whom all other Members may remove 
the Publication, on inserting their names in the 
Day Book, specifying the days on which the Work 
was taken out and returned. 

XVIII. 

Every Member who shall detain a volume or 
volumes longer than the period allowed and speci- 
fied in the beginning of the Work, shall be liable to 
a fine for each volume of sixpence per diem, so long 
as the book is detained fi-om the Reading Room. 
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XIX. 

Every Member, who shall remove a Volume or 
Volumes, without entering its title with his Name in 
the Raster kept for the purpose, shall pay a Fine 
of Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

xx: 

Every volume in circulation shall be returned to 
the Reading Room before Two o'clock of the day 
on which it becomes due, by the Member who has 
taken it out. 

XXI. 

Those Members who wish for any of the new 
Publications, or for any Work already in circula- 
tion, are requested to insert their names in the 
Order Book. 

XXII. 

All Books which have been two years in circula- 
tion, except Books of Reference, and Publications 
forming part of the Permanent Library, to be dis- 
posed of by Auction at the end of each year. 

XXIII. 

Subscribers wishing to resign must intimate their 
intention in writing, to the Secretary. Resignations 
will take effect from the 1st of January subsequent 
to such intimation. 
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XXIV. 

The Room is open only from nine o'clock in the 
morning until ten o'clock in the evening. 

XXV. 

An Annual Copy of Rules and Regulations, 
together with a Catlaogue of the books in circu- 
lation^ shall be printed and Ibrnished to every 
Member of the Society.

RULES. 



I. 

The number of Subscribers shall be limited to 
One Hundred^ of whom four-fifths, at least, shall 
be Members of the University, who shall not be 
eligible before they have taken the Degree of M.A. 
or B.C.L. One-fifth of the actual number may 
consist of Gentlemen who are not Members of the 
University. 

11. 

All Members shall be chosen by a ballot of, at 
least, five Members; one black ball in five to 
exclude, and so in the like ratio. Seven days' 
notice to be given of every ballot. 

III. 

The name of every Candidate for admission shall 
be inserted in a book provided for that purpose, for 
at least fourteen days previously to the ballot, and 
a recommendation of such Candidate shall be signed 
by, at least, seven Members. 
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IV. 

Ballots for Members shall take place on Satur- 
days during full Term. The election shall be 
immediately notified to the successful Candidate by 
the Secretary^ who shall also furnish him with a 
printed copy of the Rules. 



V. 

The Annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds, 
to be computed from the first of Jaxiuary in each 
year^ and to be paid before the Lady Day ensuing. 



VI. 



Every newly-elected Member, admitted before 
the first of July^ is required, upon his admission, to 
pay the whole of the Subscription for the current 
year : but if admitted after that time, one half only. 



VII. 

The Secretary shall remind each defaulter ; and 
should his letter not be attended to, the name of 
such defaulter shall be put up in the Room on the 
first of May following. Any Member whose Sub- 
scription, after such notice, remains unpaid on the 
first of July, shall cease to belong to the Society. 
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There shall be two General Meetings of the 
Society in the year : one on the last Saturday in 
January ; and the other on the third Saturday in 
Act Term. On the former day the Accounts of the 
preceding year shall be audited — the Minutes of the 
Committee read — and the Committee and Officers 
for the ensuing year appointed. 



IX. 

The Committee shaU consist of twelve Members, 
(exclusive of the Treasurer and Secretary, who 
shall be members of it ex-qfficio.) Four shall 
retire annually ; and the names of such Gentlemen 
as may be proposed to fill vacancies in the Com- 
mittee shall be hung up in the Reading Room for at 
least a fortnight before the day fixed for their 
appointment. Any three may act : and in case of 
an equality of votes, the Chairman to have a 
second vote. 



X. 

The Committee, on a vacancy occurring in their 
numbers, shall, at their next meeting, appoint a 
new Member for the remainder of the year. 
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XI. 

The Committee shall meet on every alternate 
Saturday^ during Term, at Two o'clock, for the 
purpose of ordering books and papers — and for the 
dispatch of any other business, which may not be 
deemed of sufficient importance to require the 
sanction of a General Meeting. 

XII. 

The Committee are authorised to summon a 
General Meeting. 

XIII. 

Any Member of the Society shall be permitted 
to introduce a Non-Subscriber into the Reading 
Room, upon entering his name in a book prepared 
for that purpose, provided such Non-Subscriber be 
not a permanent resident of the University or 
City, or of any place within five miles of Oxford. 
This permission, however, shall not be extended 
beyond one month : and no person so introduced 
shall be allowed to remove any book or paper from 
the Room. 

XIV. 

No Newspaper whatever shall be taken out of 
the Room. Books shall remain on the table for 
one week ; Magazines, Reviews, and Pamphlets, u 
month. 
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XV. 

No Work shall be kept by any Resident Member 
more than seven days for each Quarto volume, five 
days for each Octavo, and three days for a Duo- 
decimo or lesser sized volume ; and no Member 
shall be allowed to have more than one Publication 
at the same time. 

XVI. 

Every Member shall be at liberty to recommend 
any Work, in a book provided for that purpose, 
subject to the approval of the Committee. 

XVIL 

Any Member recommending a Work shall have 
the first claim to take out such Work, upon his 
entering his name in the Order Book for that pur- 
pose ; after whom all other Members may remove 
the Publication, on inserting their names in the 
Day Book, specifying the days on which the Work 
was taken out and returned. 

XVIII. 

Every Member who shall detain a volume or 
volumes longer than the period allowed and speci- 
fied in the beginning of the Work, shall be liable to 
a fine for each volume of sixpenee per diem, so long 
as the book is detained from the Reading Room. 
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XIX. 

Every Member^ who shall remove a Volume or 
Volumes^ without entering its title with his Name in 
the Register kept for the purpose^ shall pay a Fine 
of Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

XX. 

Every volume in circulation shall be returned to 
the Reading Room before Two o'clock of the day 
on which it becomes due, by the Member who has 
taken it out. 

XXI. 

Those Members who wish for any of the new 
Publications, or for any Work already in circula- 
tion, are requested to insert their names in the 
Order Book. 

XXII. 

All Books which have been two years in circula- 
tion, except Books of Reference, and Publications 
forming part of the Permanent Library, to be dis- 
posed of by Auction at the end of each year. 

XXII. 

Subscribers wishing to resign must intimate their 
intention in writing, to the Secretary. Resignations 
win take effect from the 1st of January subsequent 
to such intimation. 
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XXIV. 

The Room is open only from nine o'clock in the 
morning until ten o'clock in the evening. 

XXV. 

An Annual Copy of Rules and Regulations^ 
together with a Catalogue of the books in circu- 
lation, shall be printed and furnished to every 
Member of the Society.

RULES. 



I. 

The number of Subscribers shall be limited to 
One Hundred, of whom four-fifths, at least, shall 
be Members of the University who shall not be 
eligible before they have taken the Degree of 
M.A. or B.C.L. One-fifth of the actual number 
may consist of Gentlemen who are not Members of 
the University. 

11. 

All Members shall be chosen by a ballot of, at 

< 

least, five Membei's; one black ball in five to 
exclude, and so in the like ratio. Seven days' 
notice to be given of every ballot. 

III. 

The name of every Candidate for admission shall 
be inserted in a book provided for that purpose, for 
at least fourteen days previously to the ballot, and 
9 recommendation of such Candidate shall be signed 
by, at least, seven Members. 
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IV. 

Ballots for Members shall take place on Satur- 
days during full Term. The election shall be 
immediately notified to the successful Candidate by 
the Secretary, who shall also furnish him with a 
printed copy of the Rules. 

V. 

The Annual Subscription shall be Two Pounds, 
to be computed from the first of January in each 
year, and to be paid before the Lady Day ensuing. 

VI. 

The Secretary shall remind each defaulter ; and 
should his letter not be attended to, the name of 
such defaulter shall be put up in the Room on the 
first of May following. Any Member whose Sub- 
scription, after such notice, remains unpaid on the 
first of July, shall cease to belong to the Society. 

VII. 

Every newly-elected Member admitted before 
the first of July, is required upon his admission, to 
pay the whole of the Subscription for the current 
year : if admitted after the first of July, he shall 
pay upon his sidmission One Pound. The name of 
any newly-elected Member, whose first Subscription 
shall be unpaid for Six Months, shall be removed 
from the Societv. 
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VIII. 

Subscribers wishing to withdraw from the Society 
must intimate their intention to the Secretary before 
the first of January in each year : as Resignations 
take effect from the first of January subsequent to 
such intimation. 



IX. 

There shall be one General Meeting of the Society 
on the last Saturday in January ; when the accounts 
of the preceding year shall be audited ; the Minutes 
of the Committee read ; and the Committee and 
Officers for the ensuing year elected. 

X. 

The Committee shall consist of Twelve Members, 
(exclusive of the Treasurer and Secretary, who shall 
be Members of it ex officio.) Four shall retire 
annually, and be capable of re-election after the 
lapse of one year. The names of such Gentlemea 
as may be proposed to fill vacancies in the Com- 
mittee, shall be hung up in the Reading Room for 
at least a fortnight before the day fixed for the 
election. Any three may act: in case of an 
equality of votes the Chairman to have a second 
vote. 
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XL 

The Committee, on a vacancy occurring in their 
numbers, shall, at their next meeting, appoint a 
new Member for the remainder of the year. 



XIL 

The Committee shall meet on every alternate 
Saturday, during Term, at Two o'clock, for the 
purpose of ordering books and papers — and for the 
despatch of any other business* which may not be 
deemed of sufficient importance to require the 
sanction of a General Meeting. 



XIII. 

The Committee are authorized to summon d 
General Meeting to be held during full Term on 
Special Business ; of which Meeting and Business 
notice shall for one fortnight be suspended in the 
Reading Room. No proposal for the alteration of 
any standing Rule shall be entertained except at 
such a General Meeting ; and one week^s notice of 
any amendment to such proposed alteration shall 
be given to the Secretary, and be suspended in the 
Room, 
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XIV. 

Any Member of the Society shall be permitted to 
introduce a Non-Subscriber into the Reading Room 
upon entering his name in a Book kept for that 
purpose, provided such Non-Subscriber be not a 
permanent Resident of the University, or City, or 
of any place within five miles of Oxford. This 
permission, however, shall not be extended beyond 
one month in each year, unless after an express 
application to the G:)mmittee, and their special 
consent given in Writing and suspended in the 
Reading Room. 

XV. 

No Newspaper whatever shall be taken out of 
the Room. Books shall remain on the table for 
one week ; Magazines, Reviews, and Pamphlets, a 
month. 

XVI. 

No work shall be kept by any Member more than 
Ten days for each Quarto volume ; Seven days for 
each Octavo ; and Five days for each Duodecimo 
or smaller sized volume ; and no Member shall be 
allowed to have at the same time more than one 
Publication which has been the property of the 
Room for less than one year. 
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XVII. 

Every Member shall be at liberty to recommend 
any Work, in a book provided for that purpose, 
subject to the approval of the Committee. 

xvni. 

Any Member recommending a Work shall have 
the first claim to take out such Work, upon his 
entering his name in the ^^ Order Book" for that 
purpose ; after whom all other Members may re- 
move the Publication, on inserting their names in 
the Day Book, specifying the days on which the 
Work was taken out and returned. 

XIX. 

Every Member who shall detain a volume or 
volumes longer than the period allowed and speci- 
fied in the beginning of the Work, shall be liable to 
a fine for each volume of sixpence per diem, so long 
as the book is detained from the Reading Room. 



Any Member who shall remove from the Room 
a volume or volumes, without entering the Title of 
each volume and his own name in the Register kept 
for that purpose, or who shall remove from the 
Room a Newspaper under any circumstances, shall 
pay a fine of Two Shillings and Sixpence for each 
offence.

Every volume in circulatioa shall be returned to

Any Member who wishes for any Work in circu- 
lation, may insert his name in the '^ Order Book,^' 
when he will be entitled to receive the Work in the 
order in which his name stands.

All Books which have been[[^two years in cir- 
culation, except Books of Reference, and other 
Publications to be approved by the Committee 
for additions to the Permanent Library, shall be 
disposed of by Auction at the end of each year. 

XXIV. 

The Room is open from 8-30 o^clock in the 
morning between Lady Day and Michaelmas, and 
from 9 o^clock between Michaelmas and Lady Day, 
until 10 o'clock in the evening. 

XXV. 

An Annual Copy of Rules and Regulations, 
together with a Catalogue of the Books in circu- 
lation, shall be printed and furnished to every 
Member of the Society.
